Ford Sees Muscle Shoals 


:t IS LATENT POWER TO STOP WAR THROUGH FEAR e::: 


As America’s War Threat 


New York, July 20.—Henry Ford,

would have the United States prevent 
by arming herself in greater 
strength than the world has ever 
known. 

Ford's latest view§ on war are re- 
vealed in an interview with Samvel 
Crowther, in Collier’s for this week. 
Whereas in the old days, the automo- 
bile manufacturer believed jn peace 
by morality alone, he believes now 
that wars can be ended by Uncle Sam 
wielding the big stick—and developing 
Muscle Shoals. 

Nitrate to Compel Peace. 

The potential nitrate production of 
Muscle Shoals, Ford declares in the 
interview, will make the United States 
independent of Chilean nitrate. This 
would enable us to manufacture ex- 
plosives on a scale, wn- 
dreamed of by munitions manufactur- 
ers and thus “develop war power be- 
yond anything that has ever been 
known.” 

“In the interests of peace,” Ford 


adds, “it seems that we shall haye to 
do it.” 

In view of his record in automobile 
production, special interest is attached 
to Ford’s prediction that commercial 
airplanes, eventually will be built “by 
the thousands or by the millions.” 
Ford believes airplanes can be de- 
veloped for commercial purposes “as 
soon as they are taken up in a com- 
mercial way.”

“as soon as we know as much about 
airplanes as we do about automobiles

World Not Tired of War. 

Reverting to war, Ford holds that 
the institution is not inevitable. 

“The world does not seem to be 
tired of war,” he told the interview- 
er, “in spite of the fact that every- 
body lost and nobody won in the last 
war. People are still thinking that 
force, and force alone, is important, 
and they are going to go on thinking 
in that way until a force appears 
which makes the biggest forces they 
can muster trivial in comparison.” 

That force is latent in Muscle 
Shoals, the manufacturer believes, 
and must be developed unless an 
enormous expenditure tis to be totally 
scrapped. 

Can Prevent Great Wars. 

“Petty larceny wars,” according 
to Ford, “will die out of themselves. 
We cannot prevent all war, but we 
can prevent great wars.” 

“International justice is very apt 
to be power balanced against power, 
instead of right balanced against 
right,” he continues. The “queer 
combination” of banking and business 
abroad results in war as a contest 
for markets, in Ford's belief. 

“The home market is our chief con- 
cern,” he econeludes. “We have no 
temptation to make war for trade 
purposes,” 

The manufacturer describes’. the 
hoosting of the price of nitrates as 
“poor, petty business,” and declares 
that nitrate profits could be multiplied

itrains. ‘Trackage for thirty trains of 
ten coaches each could be provided, 
it is declared. He proposes to erect 
a new passenger station between 
Whitehall and Forsyth. 

lie will propose reinvestment of the 
$540,000 a year the state is now re- 
ceiving on its fifty-year lease on the 
Western & Atlantic railroad proper- 
ties to the N. C. & St. LL. railroad, as 
one of the plans to finance construe- 
tion. He declared that the rest would 
be a simple matter when hich rentals 
of downtown real estate are taken 
into consideration, 

Senator Kennon declares that a 
majority of the members can be con- 
vinced that it will be a money mak- 
ing proposition. “If it pays private 
individuals and corporatiens to in- 
vest in large office buildings here. 
why would it not pay the state. since 
she already owns the most valuable 
site for such a building,” the senator 
asked. 

The substitute resolution, which 
has already been drawn up by Sena- 
tor Kennon, provides for construction 
of the viaducts under a contract be- 
tween the state and the city of At- 
lanta, and appointment of a commis- 
‘ion consisting of five members of 
the senate, and five members of the 
house, be appointed by the presiding 
officers, the attorney general, and two 
citizens of the state to be appointed 
by the governor, The committee would 
then work out the details of the via- 
ducts, determine whether they should 
be brought about by building bridges 
or lowering the railroad tracks ard 
also make plans for erection of an 
office building and a new depot on 
the state properties,

WILMINGTON HIT

“The Georgia Sweet Potato Grow- 
ers’ association was formally organ- 
ized at Valdosta Friday.

Simmons, of Valdosta, was elected 
general manager. The association, a 
cooperative organization of growers, 
has already. about 700 members and 
will likely have more than 2,000 by 
the beginning of the Larvest season, 
officers declared. Georgia sweet po- 


tatoes would be one of the state's 
greatest assets if the growers would 
learn proper curing, grading and pack- 
ing, and find a systematic distribu- 
tion so there would be a ready mar- 
ket at all times for the pfoduct.” 


This is another advanced step in 
the progress of cooperative mar- 
keting. With the agencies now at 
work this wéll-known southern 
commodity ought to become one of 
Georgia’s leading money crops. 


PERMANENT HIGHWAYS. 

While the Georgia solons have 
been inspecting North Carolina 
roads and  road-building system, 
with a view possibly to strengthen- 
ing Georgia’s highway program, it 
is interesting to note just how rapid- 
ly Great Britain has increased her 
road building in the past ten years, 
and especially how the costs of 
maintenance have jumped.

TO STAY IN HAWAII, 

Japanese laborers in Hawaii can- 
not be admitted to continental 
United States, rules the department 
of labor. This is not based on the 
new immigration law, which includes 
Hawaii, as an American possession. 
It was dug up from old statutes by 
Secretary Davis. 

California is of course highly sat- 
Isfied, for the opposition to the 
Japanese in that state is based on 
the Oriental racial line. It makes no 
difference to California whether the 
Jap is from Japan or Hawaii, just 
so long as he is a Jap he is ob- 
jectionable. 

The 1920 census shows that the 
Japanese in that year formed 42.7 
per cent of the total population of 
Hawaii and numbered 109,000. This 
is at a ratio of almost ten Japanese 
to every native-born American (pre- 
sumably exclusive of the temporarily 
stationed military and naval forces). 
Out of these 109,000 Japanese 
nearly 61,000 were born in Japan. 
The increase in the total Japanese 
population over the numbers shown 
by the 1910 census is about 30,- 
000, of which two-thirds were new 
arrivals from Japan. The _ three 
years following 1920 show a very 
small gain through immigration, 
owing to an approximate balance 
of arrivals and departures. The 
total Japanese population in Hawaii 
today is probably in the neighbor- 
hood of 125,000. 

California, which in 1920 already 


had 72,000 out of the total of 111,- 
000 Japanese shown by the census to 
be in the continental United States, 
has naturally not been anxious to 
see this number increased. 

In the meantime the question at

Washington, July 20.—The newly 


formed board of tax appeals today an- 
nounced its regulations governing 
cases which the treasury has been un- 
able to settle with the taxpayer. 
The regulations include a rigid code 
of rules for persons admitted to prac- 
tice before the board. 

Under the rules any taxpayer, dis- 
satisfied with the determination of 
tax liability by the bureau of internal 
revenue, may initiate appeal by filing 
with the board a petition of his claims. 
It must include the following general 


informatien: 
“Clear and concise assignments of | 
error, alleged by the taxpayer to have | 


been committed by the commissioner 
of internal revenue in determining the 


tax liability of the petitioner. 
Petition Must Be Complete. 

“A clear and coucise statement of 
the facts upon which the taxpayer 
relies as constituting the basis of his 
appeal, 

“The petition shall as far as pos- 
sible be complete in itself so as to 
fully but briefly inform the board of 
the issues to be presented. 

“Five clear copies, either typewrit- 
ten or printed, shall be filed. The 
original shall be signed and duly verl- 
fied by the taxpayer. 

“The appeal ig filed automatically 
upon receipt of the petition

CARRIED DISPATCH 
ARRANGING FINAL 
SURRENDER IN ’65 


o 
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JOHN A. MOORE, 


Bloomington, Ills., July 19.—A pic- 
turesque figure at the national en- 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, in Boston, in August, will 
be John A. Moore, of Bloomington, 
the last survivor of the group present 
when General Joe KE. Johnston, sur- 
rendered the Army of the Tennessee 
to General W. T. Sherman at Durham 
N. C., April 26, 1865. 

This surrender, coming ten days 
after the sitrrender of Lee to Grant 
at Appomattox, ended the civil war. 

Moore was an orderly and carried 
the dispatches back and forth, which 
finally led to the meeting of the two 
generals. 

Moore was a trooper of Kilpatrick’s 
famous regiment of Indiana cavalry- 
men, and was one of the thousand 
volunteers who twice trailed General 
John H. Morgan, the Confederate 
raider, to his capture. Morgan was 
first caught after a long chase through 
Ohio, and was imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary at Columbue. Escaping six 
months later, he reorganized his band 
and again Colonel Kilpatrick was de- 
tailed to capture him, succeeding at 
Greenville, Tenn. Moore participated 
in both of these pursuits and is be- 
lieved to bhé the last survivor of the 
troops who twice captured the no- 
torious Confederate leader, 
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Gesture.

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NEGRO CONFESSES 
THREE MURDERS 


Robbery Given by. Slayer 

as Sole Motive in One 
Double and One Single 
Murder. ‘ 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
_ Memphis, Tenn., July 20,—Follow- 
‘ing his alleged confession to the mur- 
‘der of Mrs, Ruth McElwain Tucker 
‘and Duncan Walter, on the night of 
January 27, 1923, and of W. Obe 
Spencer about four months later, 
Charles Barr, 23-year-old negro, is 
being held in the local police station 
pending presentation of evidence to a 
grand jury next Tuesday. 

Police declare the negro has cleared 
up every detail of the mysterious 
“roadside murders’ which held motor- 
ists in terror last year, and tomorrow 
they will search for a missing dia- 
mond ring torn from the finger of 
Mrs. Tucker when she and Waller 
were shot to death on a country high- 
way near Memphis. One ring, found 
by police in a pawn shop, is said to 
have been identjfied by the negro as 
having been pulled from Mrs. Tuck- 
ers finger as she attempted to flee. 
The missing ring, police quote him as 
eavying, he threw into a water drain 
in the basement of a house where he 


ed 


Detective Sergeant John Long found 
it in the pawn shop and discovered 
that it was a watch which Misa John- 
son had worn on the night Spencer 
was killed. One of the diamond 
rings which Mrs. Tucker had worn 
when robbed and killed also was 
pawned by Barr’s wife and was recov- 
ered. Barr told many stories of how 
he came into possession of the 
jewelry, but finally after two days 
of grilling. declured according to po- 
lice. “I'll tell you,” and then launch- 
ed into a description of the murders. 


Robbery His Motive.

Hie walked up to the point where he 
could almost touch the rear side door 
of Waller's automobile, according to 
the alleged confession, and. then 
opened fire, Waller slumping in the 
seat without a sound and rs. 
Tucker running, screaming up an em- 
tenkment. ‘The pegro is quoted aa 
saying he followed the young woman 
und, as she turned to face him, fired 
one bullet into her head, at the same 


time snatching the rings from her ; 


fingers. Mrs. IT'ucker stumbled a few 
feet and fell dead. The negro denied. 
despite the police theory, that he had 
attempted to assault Mrs. ‘Tucker.
